You cannot get a dispensation from 
the law of penance, February 22, 
Ash Wednesday, marks the opening 
of Lent, the solemn season of fasting 


and abstinence. | 


Fasting and abstinence are the two, 
means prescribed by the Church to! 
fulfill this obligation. We luxurious | 
moderns have little conception of the 
rigor with which the Lenten fast was 
kept throughout the Christian world | 
in the days of faith and {is kept today 
in simpler communities where faith 
is strong. 


It is perhaps true that 'the high ner- 
vous strain developed by modern life 
makes it impossible for many to ob- 
serve rigorously the rules of fasting. 
But dispensation from fasting is not 
a dispensation from the divine law 2f| 
penance. Not even the Pope can dis-| 
pense from that, since the obligation 
of penance is one imposed by Christ 
Himself, “Unless you do penance you 
shall all likewise perish.” Penance, 
after all, is only self-control with a 
supernatural motive. How much bet- 
ter we would all be, even humanly 
speaking, if we practiced, self-control 
more consistently. 


Many people go away rejoicing when 
they have received a dispensation | 
from fasting and think no more about | 
Lent. Others, like the little boy who| 
said he would give up castor oil during’ 
Lent, substitute frivolous practices 
for fasting, which, while they may cost 
money, involve little or no personal ex- 
ertion or sacrifice. 


There are other sorts of penances 
which cost nothing in money and are 
far more useful, Mental fasting is 


too much harmless but useless con- 
versation, suppress those little bursts 
ef annoyance which make you start 
your day and everybody else’s wrong. 
These exercises in mental discipline 
are far harder than mere physical 
fasting and because they are harder

L ROGERS contends that his 

visit to Mexico before the holi- 
days was made on his own initiative. 
Owing to the fact that he and Lind- 
bergh followed so closely upon the 
appointment of Ambassador Morrow, 
there were those who thought that

Whether it was or not, Rogers de- 
clares that he is quite certain that 
Calles is ready to adjust his differ- 
ences with the Church, and he sug- 
gests that Al Smith, successful Gov- 
ernor and Catholic, be selected as 
arbitrator.

but it is likely that Al Smith is too 
busy just now to fill this big job. We 
suggest that Senator Walsh, of Massa- 
chusetts, a good statesman, and one 
in whose hands the interests of the 
Church would be safe, be selected to 
fill this role. 

Recently the Bishops of Mexico, 
practically all of whom are in this 
country, sent a letter to President 
Calles expressing their willingness to 
adjust the difficulty with the state on 
the terms of fairness. In this letter 
the Bishops make it clear that they 
could not submit to laws “incom- 
patible with the conscience of the citi- 
zen”; that they could not compromise 
the divine constitution of the Church; 
that liberty of worship must be 
granted. 


They remind the President that 
2,000,000 Mexican citizens siyned a 
petition for the amendment of the 1917 
Constitution where it relates to the 
iniquitous Church laws, and the peti- 
tion was not even given a hearing, 
while the same Constitution was 
amended where it relates to the in- 
vestments of foreigners, without any 
petition from the Mexican people. 

The Bishops disown any connection 
whatsoever with the several so-called 
rebellions that have taken place in 
Mexico, and for which priests have 
‘been executed and a price set on the 
heads of Bishops.

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MY DEAR BRETHREN: 


At the approach of Lent I beg leave to address 
a few words to you calculated to dispose you towards 
a profitable observance of the holy season. 

While confessions and Communions are more 
numerous than ever before, our Catholic people 
seem to give themselves less than in former years to 
works of penance, which, according to Holy Scrip- 
ture and the Church’s teaching, may be classed un- 
der the three heads of Prayer, Fasting, and Alms- 
deeds. 

(1) PRAYER—When we refer to prayer as 
a work of penance we do not have in mind your 
brief formal morning and evening prayers, but such 
as cost some sacrifice, such as attendance at daily 
Mass, public week day devotions, Benediction, the 
Way of the Cross, the Rosary. Hence your clergy 
provide special devotions for you during Lent and 
exhort .yvou to attend the same. 

(2) FASTING—In its narrow meaning this 
word refers to the restriction of the quantity of food 
in accordance with the Regulations read to you 
today. but the term implies all practices of self- 
denial and mortification by which our appetites, our 
senses, and our inclinations are checked as a punish- 
ment to these instruments of sin and indulgence. 
Abstention from amusements otherwise innocent, 
from dances, from patronage of the theatre, from 
sweetmeats, delicacies, smoking—these and other 
forms of self-imposed mortifications are recommend- 
ed during Lent as very meritorious, voluntary works 
of penance, 

(3) ALMS-DEEDS—Because of the attach- 
ment of people to money Holy Scripture extols the 
great merit of works of mercy, and Christ Himself 
promised to single out on the day of judgment, as 
worthy of special commendation before the whole 
world, those who come to the relief of the needy, who 
give even of their little to help works of charity and 
religion. Those who squander considerable money 
throughout the year for worldly amusements and 
pleasures should make atonement for the same dur- 
ing Lent particularly by the giving of alms. The 
worldly inclined, the well-to-do especially, should 
become sober-minded and divert their thoughts to 
the serious consideration of things spiritual and 
eternal.

There are 
about 100,000 Catholic Indians and 250,000 Catholic 
Negroes in the United States, the latter so widely 
scattered that only a few groups are large enough to 
maintain their own churches and schools. In the 
foreign fields there are more than 100,000 priests, 
brothers, sisters, and lay catechists giving their 
lives, amid extraordinary sacrifices, for the spread 
of the Catholic faith. A tremendous amount of 
money is needed not only to maintain them but to 
assist in the building and maintaining of churches, 
schools, etc. These latter works are helped princi- 
pally through the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith, established in all Christian countries. The 
diocese of Fort Wayne began only two years ago to 
organize this Society in all parishes and schools. Ow- 
ing to the warm sympathy shown by the Catholic 
clergy and the eagerness of the Catholic people to 
share. in an enterprise so noble and holy, we have 
succeeded beyond the Bishop’s expectations. But 
there seems still to be a large number who have not 
affiliated with the Society for the Propagatidn of 
the Faith, evidently due to a misunderstanding of its 
merit. Poverty can hardly be offered as an. excuse, 
because a membership, carrying with it rich indulg- 
ences and spiritual blessings, costs only $1.00 a year, 
or two cents a week. 

During Lent lay aside this $1.00 and be ready to 
give it to the promoter of your parish unit who will 
call on you for it. What you save by remaining away 
from a single show will meet this pleasant duty. 
You, who may not have paid your pastor for a sub- 
scription to OUR SUNDAY VISITOR, could, by lay- 
ing aside five cents a day during Lent, both renew 
your subscription and pay your membership in the 
Society for the Propagation ofthe Faith. 

The Holy Father, who must look after the needs 
of the whole Church, and your Bishop, who must co- 
operate with him as well as promote diocesan reli- 
gious works, have no thought of being hard on you. 
Little amounts will produce handsome totals where 
there is one hundred per cent co-operation in every 
parish. 


LENTEN COLLECTIONS FOR BURSES 


You have heard considerable about the move- 
ment in our diocese to establish parish and individ- 
ual Burses for the education of candidates for the 
holy priesthood. These are highly recommended to 
people who would have a blessing on a fortune which 
they expect to pass on to relatives; but in order that 
even poor people might have an opportunity to do

A REAL SPIRITUAL WORK 

In order to give your penitential works and 
prayers especial value, the Bishop would have you 
join the Catholic people of every parish in an inten- 
sive effort to bring the gift of faith to non-Catholics 
and particularly to those for whom you have an at- 
tachment. We often pray for the conversion of sin- 
ners, but we do not particularize sufficiently or con- 
centrate our minds and hearts on special individuals. 
Now we wish you to recommend to the grace of Al- 
mighty God some particular relative or friend, and 
offer a daily prayer for him or her, offer the Sacri- 


fice of the Mass once a week, and receive Holy Com- | 
munion once or oftener during Lent for that individ. | 


ual. Then have Catholic literature sent to him or 
her. There are some priests who would like to have 
the monthly edition of the national SUNDAY VISI- 
TOR, which costs only twenty cents the year, sent to 
all non-Catholies in their community. In parishes 
where this will be done we would suggest that a 
committee be formed to district the parish and as- 
sign the non-Catholics of one or two blocks to one 


individual to look after. The promoters for the Pro- 


pagation of the Faith could attend to this since the 
work is so much in keeping with their office. We are 
atquainted with an individual who would supply 
one-half the cost of having the monthly edition sent 


to non-Catholics in our diocese. Hence the people | 


locally would have to pay only ten cents for each 
subseription to the month-end edition. In parishes 
where literature will be thus distributed, the priest 
should communicate with the Bishop.

WE, TOO, CAN HELP. 

The early missionaries from all the countries of Europe 
to the millions of Indians in the various countries of South 
America, in Mexico, as well as those who followed immigrants 
to our own land, left the comforts of home, friends, their im- 
mediate family, to bring the Catholic Faith to strangers and 
to spend themselves for strangers in the hope of leading them 
to eternal salvation. 

We all readily understand that the planting of the faith 
in new lands requires heroic initiative on the part of priests. 
But it does not seem to be quite so clear to us that the pagan 
lands of today should be evangelized by our own sons, and 
that we must help promote the work by our prayers and our 
alms. The alms which followed the missionaries who came to 
us from Europe cost the contributors far more in the way of 
sacrifice than the present foreign mission effort costs us. 

- Bat we do not need to go to foreign lands to find a fertile 
field for the spread of the Faith. A large portion of our own 
country is still missionary and harbors a very sma!] number 
of Catholics. For instance, thé state of North Carolina, which 
is spending more than $30,000,000 a year on public highways, 
which is the most progressive state in the south, with a popu- 
lation nearly as large as that cf Indiana, has only 6,000 Catho- 
lics. This means that only one out of 500 persons is a 
Catholic, a ratio which is lower than that in China. In other 
words, there are more Catholics in relation to the total popu- 
lation of China than there are Catholics in North Carolina 
in relation to the total population of that state. In that com- 
monwealth there are about 1,000,000 negroes, of whom only 
3650 souls are Catholics, or one out of 2,700. The Bishop of 
North Carolina needs priests and he needs outside help in 
order to establish parish units, Recently the American Board 
of Catholic Missions gave him about $25,000 with which to 
open several schools, which will also have chapels in connec- 
tion with them. The Bishop reports that the negro is friendly 
to the Catholic Church; that he prefers to send his children 
to Catholic rather than public schools; that where such a 
school is started and the priest is stationed there will be a 
Catholic parish within a year. This shows that we must en- 
courage them, and do more for the bringing of the Faith to 
Americans themselves. 

It is only in recent years that the attention of the people 
has been called to these needs, the wrong impression having 
prevailed that local parochial needs require whatever money 
the people have for religious works. ‘ 

Protestants have not felt that way 
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With very little de- 
finite religion to offer to people, they have raised millions for 
the spread of their particular creed among Americans. While 


the local parish institution must be supported, the other may 
not be neglected, particularly since very light sacrifice is 
asked of people in behalf of the Missions for the reason that 
the Catholics of whole country are appealed to.

This full meal may be taken either at 
noon or in the evening. 

2. If the full meal be taken at noon, then the 
amount consumed at the evening repast or collation 
should not exceed ten ounces. If the principal meal 
be taken in the evening, then the noon refection or 
collation may not exceed ten ounces. 

8. Meat is permitted only at the principal 
meal, except on Sunday; it is not permitted even at 
the principal meal on Wednesdays and Fridays, and 
on Ember Saturday. 

4. At the collation everything may be eaten 
except meat, but the quantity must not exceed ten 
ounces.
